Chauffeur Tells c? Rides Accus2d 
Woman Took With Man Un- - 
known to Husband.* ° 


Ry Associated Press. 
WHEELING, W. Va., Jan. 18. —Follow- 


ing its successful attempt yesterday to 
show that poison was obtained by the 
accused, the prosecution in the trial of 
Mrs. Laura Farnsworth Schenk, charged 
with administering poison to her hus- 
band, caused an air of expectancy when 
the trial was resumed this morning, by 
the intimation that still angther physi- 
cian would be put on the stand to testi- 


ty that he had supplied Mrs. Schenk 
with sugar of lead. 

Dr. J. W. Myers, who yeaterdax. admit- 
ted supplying poison, also testified that 
Mrs. Schenk declared she had obtained 
a drug from someone else than Dr. 
Myer. It is this physician who was ex- 
pected to be called before the day was 
over. 

Sure of Lead Poisoning. 

Dr. J. Edward Burns was on the stand 
for cross-examination when court con- 
vened. His examination was purely 
technical, and did not satisfy Prosecutor 
Handlan. 

In redirect examination the doctor said 
John O. Schenk never had Bright's dis- 
ease; and he was sure he was suffering 
from lead poisoning. Dr. Gregory Ack- 
erman, who discovered.the blue line on 
Schenk’s gums, took the stand for cross- 
examination, and said the line was so 
distinct he called the attention of his 
assistant to it. He positively asserted 
that Schenk was suffering from lead 
poisoning while he was under his, care, 
and he had Schenk removed to the hos- 
pital, and forbade him to eat meals in 
his home. 

“Why?” 

“I had investigated as to probable 
sources of lead. poisoning, and had ex- 
cluded all but the home. I thought he 
was taking the poison with his food or 
water, as he usually became sick after 
eating his meals there.’’ 

It developed during the cross-exam- 
ination that a conference had been held 
in Chicago, the witness’ admitting he 
told Dr. Hupp that Schenk was suffer 
ing from lead poisoning. Hupp contend- 
ed, said the witness, that Schenk’s ail- 
ment was arsenic poisoning, that ar⸗ 
senic had been found in the water and 
bichloride in Schenk’s ftmedicine. He 
said Schenk was not an — * user.

Lundy Wilson, the chauffeur em- 
ployed by the Schenks, yesterday laid 
bare the story of Mrs, Schenk and 
her relations with Daniel-Z. Philips, 
who on the stand last Friday ad- 
mitted taking long atitomobile trips 
with the accused. Wilson said Mrs. 
Schenk admitted to him improper re- 
lations with Phillips, giving several 
instances to corroborate this state- 
ment. 

He said Mrs. Schenk apparently 
preferred the company of Phillips to 
that of her husband.

He held it to be as much the duty 
of the Government to protect lands 
from overflow as it is to provide irri- 
gating ditches in arid lands of the 
West, or to build railroads and puhlic 
works in the Philippines.

Braves Flames to Telephone. 

The telephone was near the rear of the 

building, on a wall. To get to it meant 
danger from the fire, rapidly advanc- 
ing in that direction, but Miss Welch 
says it did not occur to her to wait until 
she could get to a telephone in an ad- 
icining building. She ran right in and 
gave the alarm. 
'.A leaking supply pipe is believed 
to have caused the explosion, which 
was slight, but which set fire to 
nearby woodwork. The interior of 
tha two-story brick building was soon 
a mass of flames, and Broadway for 
a block in ejther direction was packed 
with sightseers. 

Thomas Burgess is president of the 
Burgess Tea and Coffee Co., which 
occupies the building with the No- 
Dust-O concern. His son, Irwin H. 
Burgess, is president of the latter. 

Johnson turned in an alarm from 
the firebox at Broadway and Frank- 
lin ayenue,; and returned to the fire.

would be to start litigation that might 
continue 10 years.

Tokio Editor and His Wife Sen- 
tenced to Death by High 
Japanese Court. 


THEY CHEER THE VERDICT 


Former San Franciscan’ Acqused 
of Conspiring Against the 
Royal Family. 


By Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Jan. 18.~Twenty-five men and 
one woman, 
against the Throne and with - -plotting 
to assassinate the Crown Prince and 
high officials of the empire, today were 
publicly _sentenced by the Supreme 
Court. 

Twenty-four of the prisoners, includ- 
ing Denjiro Kotoku, who once lived in 
America, and his wife, were condemned 
to death. The other two wert sent to 
prison, one for 11 years and the other 
for eight years. 

The trail had been secret, but the 
final dramatic scene was witnessed by 
the’ diplomats and many prominent 
Japanese. When sentence had been 
pronounced one of the doomed men rose 
and shouted ‘‘Banzai!’’ 

At this all of the prisoners sprang 
to their feet, and Kotoku, raising his 
hands above his head, cried: 

“Long live anarchy!’ 

There was oo further demonstration 
and the prisoners turned quietly to their 
guardians and were again handcuffed 
and led away. 


Plotted a Revolution. 
In pronouncing sentence, the Chief 


Justice read a long statement outlin- 
ing the conspiracy, and said the course 
of the crime leading to the arrest of 
the anarchist and the subsequent trial 
which had been exhaustive and every 
detail fair and constitutighal, had ap- 
proved beyond doubt th “Kotoku and 
his associates violent revolu- 
tion by means of explosives and deadly 
weapohs. They intended to plunder the 
wealthy, burn the Government offices, 
assassinate the high officials, attack 
the imperial palace and attempt the life 
of the Crown Prince, whose place is 
less gecurely guarded.” 

The prisoners accepted their fate smil- 
ingly. In leaving the court Mme. Koto- 
ku bowed to the spectators and said: 

‘‘We beg the pardon of all of you.” 

It is impossible to obtain a reliable 
opinton as to the probability that the 
death sentences will be commuted, but it 
is thought possible exile for life may be 
substituted for the death penalty. 

Kotoku, who was formerly connected 
with a Tokio newspaper and at one 
time lived in San Francisco, where he 
is said to have been associated with 
a political organization, was the al- 
leged leader of the plot discovered last 
September. 

All of the prisoners were first ar- 
raisned before a special court, the du- 
ties of which are similar to those of a 
grand jury in America. On Nov. 9 this 
court announced the prisoners had’ 
been found guilty and recommended 
they be punished under clause 73 of 
the criminal statutes, which provides 
capital punishment for plotters against 
the imperial famfly. 

The wife of Kotoku: was the only 
woman in the band. The trial proper 
opened in the Supreme Court on Dec. 
10. The public was excluded on the 
ground publicity tn connection with the 
proceedings might be prejudicial to 
peace and the maintenance of public, 
morals.

Louisans a free public links, Park Corm- 
missioner Scanlan says, ought to be Jess 
than $25,000. This estimate, he says,’ is 
based on figures obtained from persons 
who are familiar with the cost of pri- 
vate links. The sum he names, he says, 
contemplates a first-class course. 


Two Sites Under Obsegvation. 
Two sites have been tentatively se- 


lected. for the proposed free golf Mnks. 
One of these is in that part of Forest 
Park, west of the Art Museum. About 
‘2 acres of ground on which there are 
natural hazards are available there. 

The other site les in the “lower 
plane” of the park, north and east-of 
the museum, and on what in part was 
the race track of the Triple A Club be- 
fore the World's Fair. 

The tract in the western section of 
the park is adapted. for an “48-hole 
course, while that in the plane would be 
suitable for one half as long. 

Using employes of the park to main- 
tain the course, the annual expense, 
it is believed, could be kept below $250 
a year, This sum would include the 
cost of adding hazards frem time to 
time. 

Park Commissioner Scanlan told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that. he favored 
a public golf course in Forest Park, but 
could not last year find the money with 
which to establish and maintain it. 
Provision for this purpose may be made 
in the next annual appropriation bill, 
which Comptroller Taussig will begin 
to prepare about the first of next month, 

Comptroller Taussig has promised that 
he will allow any sum that Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan recommends to be 
spent for a public golf links.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Mrs. Asquith, the 
Liberal Premier’s wife, who was Emma 
Alice Margaret Tennant, society woman 
and wit, “Woman of the Serpent’s 
Tongue,”’ according to the poet Watson, 
seemed to enjoy her new experience of 
appearing on’ the witness stand in a 
society slander suit yesterday. 

She wore a black velvet dress, a large 
black hat with white feathers, and her 
demeanor was one of cheerful uncon- 
cern. She answered: questions in clear 
tones. and with decision, and counsel 
failed to mold her testimony to suit his 
purpose. 

Mrs. Asquith made one smart retort 
when she was asked whether the fact 
that the plaintiff had been described 
as extravagant would interfere with her 
social position. 

“Why,” replied Mrs. Asquith, “I 
shoyld think that, on the contrary, it 
would be her best passport to society.”’ 
Another time she said: “When we came 
into office," but with a smile she in- 
stantly corrected the slip. ‘I should 
have said, when my husband came into 
office.”’ 

Altogether she was a clever and 
alert witness, and the plaintiff gained 
nothing by her evidence. The suit is 
one in which Sir Algernon West, a for- 
mer official. of the highest distinction 
and character, having been Gladstone's 
favorite secretary, was sued by his 
daughter-in-law for slander, the alle- 
gation being that he had told a num-| 
ber of society people that her separa- 
tion from his son was brought about 
by her extravagance, thereby, as she 
charged, damaging her social position, 
whereas in reality, she alleged, the sep- 
aration was due to her husband's mis- 
conduct.

What Party Must Do. 


URGE ACTION AT ONCE 


Point Out That Lower Duty Has 
Been Democracy’s Slogan 
for 110 Years.-

BALTIMORE, Jen ii—Judson Har 
mon, Governor of Ohio, and potential 
Candidate for President in 1912, and Jo- 
seph W: Bailey, Senator from Texas 
and actua) (not titular) leader of the 
Democratic party in the Senate, in spite 
of past controversies, today publicly put 
an accelerater on Champ Clark, who 
expects to be the Speaker of the next 
House of Representatives. 

The occasion was the celebration of 
Jackson day here, though Jackson got 
only passing notice. The immediate 
point on which the accelerater was fixed 
was the revision of the tariff. 

Clark had announced that, “so help 
me, God, we are going to do it,”” re- 
ferring to a downward revision of the 
tariff. But Clark then went into a la- 
bored argument to the effect that the 





tariff must not be revised as a whole— 
must not be revised even by schedule— 
but must be taken up by items. He 
said that a conference of the House 
Democrats, with those elected to the 
next House, had been called for Thurs- 
day night, with the purpose of appoint- 
ing the Democratic me of the 
next ways and means Ate«e, these 
members to spend the time intervéfiing 
between now and next December in pre- 
paring a real tariff bill. 


Clark Counsels Dela 
“We could not afford to giap ‘together 


a tariff bill,”’ he said, ‘without due in- 
formation on which to base one.” 

Clark followed immediately by saying 
that Thomas Jefferson, in his inaugura! 
speech of 1801, had laid down the prin- 
ciples of the Democratic party, and tha* 
none of the principles had been changed 
since. He returned, however, to a de- 
fense of his policy of delay in tariff 
revision, having met with complete si 
lence at the initial statement. Again 
there was no response. ., 

The audience had received Clark with 
enthusiasm when he was introduced 
and had applauded his Missourismas, 
most of them familiar to chautauqus 
audiences throughout the country. They 
cheered his so-help-me-God declaration, 
but sat blank and perplexed when ‘told 
that his vehement promise was to be 
carried out in the most time-consuming 
manner. 

Clark made this assertion in spite 
of the fact that Judson Harmon, who 
preceded him, has announced that the 
vote last November was a verdict of 
the people for immediate revision. 
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mitted to it. It is through his in- 
fluence that the caucus of next 
ee at is. to be held 

to appoint a committee to consider 
the tariff for nine months before re- 
porting a bill.

When the applause following this 
statement had died down, the Govern- 
or added, impressively:

We now hold a commission from | 
the people to revise the tariff on the 
line of a tax for revenue only. Let 
us do it.” 

After this speech came Champ 
Clark, defending the project of delay 
and telling the audience that the plan 
already had been formulated by him- 
self and the other Democratic House 
leaders. 

When Senator Bailey of tines was 
introduced the audience rose and 
waved flags for three minutes. This 
was the great reception of the after- 
noon. The Senator first spoke of 
Democracy now breaking sectional 
lines and then of the long time the 
Democracy had followed a false 
prophet, making a side reference to 
the fact that the Republican party 
hed in Roosevelt a leader who ap- 
pealed as much to passion and preju- 
dice as ever did Bryan, the reference 
being particularly to Roosevelt's Os- 
sawatomie speech. 

General Rule for Revision. 

Then the Senator took up the tariff. 
He said, first, that he would. presume 
to lay down a general rule for tariff 
revision. This is it: 

“Levy a duty on every article from 
the importation of which an apprecia- 
ble amount of revenue can be collected, 
and make the duty on each article as 
low as the necessities of the Govern- 
ment will permit.” 

Bailey would make only one excep- 
tion, that tn favor of the necessaries 
of life, and these, so far as the Gov- 
ernment can dispense with revenue, he 
would. place on the free list. To avoid 
the charge of Gen. Hancock that “the 
tariff is a local issue,’’ Bailey said that 
no duty should be laid for protection, 
but that every duty snould be laid for 
revenue. Then, turning to Mr. Clark 








and addressing him as ‘Mr. Speaker,” 


the Senator said, dramatically: 
“Do you know ‘what is the highest 
rate of the Payne-Aldrich-Smoot tariff? 
It is on. blankets—cheap blankets, that 
the poor, the very poor, have to keep 
themselves warm in the cola winter 
nights. Talk to me about a compro- 
mise with a bill like that! Ar. Speak: 
er, the only way to revise a bill like 
that is to cut its head off. The people 
commissioned us to do it. Let us do 
it now.” 
Referring . to Clark’s sles that the 
party must have preparations for the 
revision of the tariff, Senator Bailey 
called attention to the fact that tariff 
revision downward always has been 
the Democratic party’s slogan. 
Leading Plea for 110 Years. 

“The Republican party has always 
contended that we are incompetent to 
carry out the promises we make while 
we are in the minority,’”’ he said. “Shall 
we confess now that we are incompe- 
tent—that we are ignorant of the sub 
ject that has been our leading topic 
for 110 years?’ 

Then, turning again to Mr. Clark, 
Senator Bailey said, slowly, deliberate- 
ly and with evident purpose * jthe 
point should be noted:

If we 
disappoint the people, woe to the Dem- 
ocratic leaders."’ 

This again was cheered, to the extent 
that Senator ‘Bailey could not continue 
for some time. Then, just to show that 
there was no hard feelings, the Senator 
said: 

This meeting is not supposed to be 
political, but I will have the temerity 
to say here, appropos 1912, that if Clark 
makes a better Speaker than Harmon 
makes a Governor, we will nominate 
Champ Clark for President. If Harmon 
makes a better Governor than Clark 
makes a Speaker, we will nominate 
Harmon. I hope this sentiment will 
harmonize this meeting; please don’t 
spell that with a capital H.” — 

But the audience did, and shouted. 

Reference to Presidency. 

In his speech Clark interjected his 
own presidential candidacy. He said 
he was wedged in between Gov. Har- 
mon—"blushing freshly from his laurels, 
or blushing from his fresh laurels” and 
“‘My handsome friénd,” Senator Balley 
of Texas. 

“T,” added Clark, “represent the com- 
mon people."’ 

Former Senator Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky closed the afternoon. 

At the banquet last night Gov. Foss 
of Massachusetts and Senator Shiveley 
of In‘iana were missing. Their places 
were taken by congressmen. Among 
the banquet speakers was Theodore A.
